The present Geological Survey was organ- 


la 1S79. Prior to that there had been no 
defiuito organization, and, with tao excep- 
tion oC tho surveys which were begun in 
1SG7 by Clarence King, Dr. Eayden ana 
others, most of the geological rescarehmado 
In this country had boon desultory and 
scattered. About the flrst work of this 
kind dono Tvas that co-jncctcd with tho ex- 
plorations for a trans-continental lino of 
railway. When Jeff Davis was Secretary 
of War ho undertook these surveys, and 
five lines ot reconnaissance were carried 
ccross tho continent, and elaborate reports, 
DO\V more or loss rare aud valuable, woro 
printed. When tho Moxican boundary was 
uurvoyed, ill 1WO, some geological flold 
work "was douo. When Lieutenant War- 
ren was sent to explore the Dakota country 
in 1855, he had a geologist with him. When 
Major-General Pope, in 1S35, explored tho 
Llsao Estacatlo with a view to irrigating 
that country by means of artesian wells, ho 
had a geologist with him who did sotno 
•work.

brought his famous expedition to tho Pa- 
cific coast, gave aomo attention to its 
geology. 
Foathorstionchaugh and David 


Dald Owen mado tho earliest geological 
explorations in tho Northwest, and their re- 
ports aro to tliis time regarded as valuable. 


The first we'.l-dollncd surveys wero those 


directed by Dr. Ilayden, Clarence King, 
Major Powell and Lieutenant Wtcoler. Of 
those, tho survey undertaken by Mr. King 
was undoubtedly tho center about which 
tbo whole organization later on crystalized. 


Clarence King was a Rhode Island boy,

ho made the perilous journey down through quarters for «io Stato leattw, llx n time- and 
thoso awful depths ia the mountains, wkoro

abovo thorn. This exploration wassoiutor- 
csting, and such additions to our Iniowlodga 
of tho Rockv raountains wore made, thut 
Congress was willing to add liberally from 
year to year to the endorsement of this Pow- 
ell survoy, and he was ublo to dovolop an 
excellent force and accomplish roaults of 
considorabloDmagnitude. The explorations 
were not confined to geology iilone, but oci- 
braeect geography, ethnology and botany. 
It was called the Survey of tho Colorado 
River of the West, and was conducted unde.- 
the supervision of Prof. Hcmn-, of tho 
Smithsonian Institution. Latc«-itwas trans- 
ferred to the Interior Department, and its 
title was changed to that of the Geological 
and Geographical Survey of ths Hociy 
JMour.Uiiu Region. 


Lieutenant Georgo SI. TThcclar, of tho

VTith work of such magnitude it has boeu 


impossible to avoid criticism, but in gonora! 
tho survey has bcoa a great success. 


Tho Government survey docs not under- 


take any work iu tho States, except so far 
as it bears upon ?omo general geological 
feature sweeping across tho entire country. 
Nearly all tho States have their own Stato 
surveys. 
Pennsylvania has spent over 


11,0X10,000 on the Stato survoy. Now York 
has spent J712,000. The U. S. Geological 
survoy from 1S79 to date has cost »2,200,000. 
Tho cost of all tho reports which aro now 
under headway has been estimated to bo 
about fCOO.OOO. 


Tho entire force of th* survey numbers 


283 persons. Of these the chief only is ap- 
pointed by the President, Wl aro appointed 
by tho Secretary of the Interior and 148 nre 
employed by the various chiefs of parties 
in tho Ccld. For tho most part young men 
who dosiro to establish 
themselves as 


scientists aro selected through tho agency 
of tho Civil-Service Commission on special 
examination for work on tho survey. 


The general geological survoy is divided 


into six divisions. Tho Urst, that of glacial 
floology, has been carried on by Prof. T. C. 
Chamhcrlin, formerly Stato Geologist of 
Wisconsin, and now presidei-.t of tho Uni- 
versity of 'Wisconsin. His successor on the 
survey has not yet been selected. The sec- 
ond division, that of volcanic geology, is un- 
der the chargo of Captnin D'Jtton, of tho 
ordnance corps of the army. Tho third and 
fourth divisions have, been organized to in-

The head of tho first of these di- 
visions is Prof. Raphael Pumpelly.

Sold of work lies in the Appalachian region, 
from Noiv England to Georgia. The sccoud 
is in charge of Prof. Roland D. Irving, of 
tho University of Wisconsin, tnd his flold 
of operation is in the Lake Superior region. 
The cryitallino schists of the Rocky Mount- 
ains region have not yet been embraced in 
tho work of tho survoy. Tho fifth division 
ia organized for ths study of the structural 
and historical geology of the Appalachian 
region from the Atlantic westward to tho 
zone which separates the mountain, region 
from the great valley of tho Mississippi, It 
is in chargo oi' Mr. G-. K. Gilbert. The sixth 
division is devoted to a thorough topographic 
and geologic survey of the Yellowstone 
Park, and is mentioned abovo us being in 
charge of Mr. Arnold Hague. This division 
will extend its work gradually so us to in- 
clude a lurgo part of tho Rocky Mountain 
region. 


The law authorizing the survey restricts 


Its labors to thoso States and Territories in 
which there are public lands and tho char- 
acter of the work done is entirely econom- 
ic. There are two mining divisions, ono in 
charge of Mr. George F. Becker, with, head- 
quarters at San Francisco, and tho other 
under Pro' Emmons, with headquarters at 
Denver. The former is studying quicksilver 
districts of California, and tho latter th» 
gold and silver. A special detail of geologists 
under chargo of Mr. Bailey Willis, son of 
M. B. Wiliis, the poet, is investigating tho 
lignite coal of Iho Upper Missouri river 
region. 


The United States Geological Survey Is on 


friendly terms with all tho Stato surveys, 
and geologists generally throughout tho 
country, whether worlcirtg privately or in 
colleges and universities, cheerfully co-op- 
erate with tho Govoruraent geologists. The 
Stato surveys of Pennsylvania, North Car- 
olina, Kentucky tnd Alabama havo boon of i 
especial service to the United States sur- 
voy.
